This 
Program  and  Resource  Guide  is  developed  to  outline  the 
Bureau  of  Institutional  Schools''  special  education  programs 
that  are  arranged  to  provide  direct  services  to  over  1,000 
special  needs  students  per  day/7,000  per  year  in  the 
Departments  of  Mental  Health,  Public  Health,  Youth 
Services  and  County  House  of  Correction  facilities 
statewide. 

The  Bureau  is  administratively  organized  into  four 
geographic  districts,  each  managed  by  a  District  Manager. 
In  accordance  with  Chapter  766,  the  Department  of  Education 
maintains  a  "School  Department"  for  school  age  children 
through  the  Bureau  of  institutional  Schools''  programs  and 
services. 

The  purpose  of  this  Program  and  Resource  Guide  is  two-fold: 

1.   to  outline  existing  special  education 
programs  within  each  district  for  which 
B.I.S.  is  responsible;  and 
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to  highlight  B.I.S.  resources  available  to 
teachers,  local  education  agencies,  parents, 
advocacy  groups,  and  regional  offices  of  the 
Department  of  Education. 


It  is  our  sincere  hope  that  this  manual  will  serve  as  a 
resource  to  enable  you  to  improve  and  expand  special 
education  services  to  all  of  the  special  needs  children 
for  whom  we  are  responsible  throughout  the  state.

COMPETENCY  BASED  CURRICULUM  RESOURCE  GUIDE 


The  Competency  Based  Curriculum  <CBC)  was  developed  in 
1981  to  provide  adolescents  within  the  Department  of  Youth 
Services  (DYS)  with  a  solid  foundation  of  basic  skills  for 
successful  re-entry  and  subsequent  survival  in  the 
"real  world".   The  curriculum  use  has  now  been  extended  to 
programs  at  the  County  Houses  of  Correction  and  the 
Intensive  Residential  Treatment  Programs  and  Adolescent 
Acute  Units  under  the  auspices  of  the  Department  of  Mental 
Health. 

The  curriculum   Includes  5  subject  areas: 

Communi  tv  Awareness.  Heal th .  Occupat  ional  Preparedness. 
Government  and  Law.,  and  Consumer  Awareness-   Each  is 
organized  with  a  3-ring  binder,  which  allows  teachers  to 
easily  remove  materials  for  duplication  and/or  add  their  own 
materials. 

Each  binder  contains  a  teacher's  guide,  goals  and 
objectives,  the  text  of  a  teaching  tape,  a  pretest  and  post 
test  with  answers,  answers  to  suggested  published  teaching 
materials  and  answers  to  supplementary  teaching  materials 
for  that  specific  subject  area.  By  incorporating  teaching 
tapes,  the  curriculum  can  help  the  non-reader  to  obtain  an 
awareness  of  basic  life  skills.   It  also  functions  as  a 
teaching  tool  for  the  mild  to  moderate  special  needs  youth 
(2-4  years  below  grade  level)  and  provides  remedial  help  for 
students  performing  closer  to  grade  level.   A  listing  of 
computer  courseware  is  available  from  your  CBCRG 
represent at  i ve. 

A  checklist  has  been  developed  to  document  a  student/s 
progress  through  the  curriculum.   The  teacher,  therefore, 
can  Insure  that  a  student  does  not  repeat  an  activity.   For 
the  DYS  population,  this  is  especially  important  because 
students  may  move  from  one  facility  to  another. 

In  some  cases  a  special  section  containing  suggested 
unpubl i  shed  teaching  materials  have  also  been  added.   This 
section  appears  wherever  few  published  materials  are 
available  on  the  subject.   Teachers  are  encouraged  to  add  to 
the  materials  in  all  subject  areas  to  make  the  subjects  more 
relevant  to  their  students.

The  Adaptive  Jeslgn  program  is 
an  ancillary  service  to  special 
education  programs.   Barriers  to  a 
handicapped  student/s  full 
participation  in  these  programs 
are  minimized  or  eliminated 
altogether  by  way  of  custom  and 
specialized  apparatus  fabricated 
by  the  Adaptive  Design  Staff. 
These  Include  environmental 
control  aids,  devices  which 
enhance  Independent  performance 
of  educational  tasks  or  activities 
of  dally  living,  and  active 
stimulation  programming  equipment. 
In  addition,  Adaptive  Design 
offers  technical  consultation  in 
a  number  of  areas,  including 
wheelchair  adaptation, 
environmental  accessibility,  and 
other  aspects  of  rehabilitation 
technol ogy . 


Children  and  young  adults  (3  to 
years  of  age)  who  are  eligible  for 
other  special  education 
programming  are  also  eligible  for 
these  services.   The  Adaptive 
Design  Services  Workshop 
fabricates  only  those  devices 
which  are  not  commercially 
avai 1 abl e . 
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The  goals  of  the  program  are  to 
encourage  the  use  of  adaptive 
equipment  in  order  to  facilitate 
the  students'  normal  development 
sequence  and  maximize  their 
functional  independence. 
An  interdisciplinary  evaluation 
and  referral  process  is  utilized. 
A  special  team  is  available  for 
consultation  and  training.

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INCENTIVE  GRANT  PROGRAMS 


LOCAL  EDUCATION  AGENCY  (LEA)  INCENTIVE  GRANT  PROGRAM 

The  LEA  Incentive  Grant  Program,  administered  through 
the  Department  of  Education's  Bureau  of  Institutional 
Schools,  provides  direct  financial  assistance  to  local 
school  systems  who  assume  the  responsibility  of  educating 
mentally  retarded  (MR)  students  in  community-based  programs. 
FY'  87  resulted  in  this  funding  being  made  available  to 
(46)  LEAs  for  the  continued  special  education  service 
delivery  to  (57)  students.  In  all  instances,  this  resource 
provides  100%  of  the  costs  for  educating  these  children. 

In  the  past,  when  children  were  transfered  from 
institutional  school  departments  to  local  education 
programs,  an  unforseen  financial  burden  was  frequently 
imposed  upon  the  local  schoch  district.   To  alleviate  thir 
burden  and  to  encourage  quality  educational  placements  in 
the-  least  restrictive  environment,  the  Massachusetts 
Legislature,  In  Fiscal  Year  1979,  authorized  the  Department 
of  Education  to  establish  "Incentive  Grants"  for  those  local 
education  agencies  that  assume  the  responsibility  of 
educating  such  students.   Local  school  systems  are  not 
mandated  to  enter  into  this  agreement;  however,  accepting  or 
declining  this  assistance  shall  not  exempt  any  local  school 
district  from  complying  with  the  provisions  of  the  Chapter 
766  Regulations  or  the  Regulations  provided  under  P.L. 
94-142. 

The  grants  are  available  for  children  under  22  years  of 
age  at  state  institutions  who  transfer  to  a  community-based 
residence  and  can  be  malnstreamed  or  participate  in  less 
restrictive  collaborative  or  public   education  programs.   A 
student  Is  eligible  for  renewal  of  the  Incentive  grant  in 
successive  years  until  the  termination  of  the  fiscal  year  of 
his/her  22nd  birthday. 

CHAPTER  "750"  INCENTIVE  GRANT  PROGRAM 

Children  receiving  special  education  in  approved  private 
schools  on  or  before  September  1,  1974,  whose  tuition  was 
funded  by  the  Department  of  Education  under  Chapter  750  of 
the  Acts  of  1960,  are  considered  "grandfathered"  children. 
Under  Sections  16-18  of  Chapter  766,  these  children  are 
entitled  to  have  their  special  education  costs  funded  by  the 
Department  of  Education  as  long  as  they  remain  in  approved 
private  special  education  programs.   In  the  past,  when  such 
children  were  placed  in  a  less  restrictive  public  school 
educational  setting,  the  local  school  system  incurred  the 
financial  responsibility  for  their  educational  program. 
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In  order  to  foster  and  encourage  educational  placements 
In  the  least  restrictive  environment  as  mandated  under  P.L. 
94-142  and  Chapter  766,   the  Massachusetts  Legislature  has 
authorized  the  Department  of  Education  to  provide  "Incentive 
Grants"  to  cities,  towns,  and  regional  school  districts  for 
school  committees  that  assume  the  responsibility  of 
educating  "grandfathered"  children  who  are. returned  to  a 
public  school  program.   School  districts  may  apply  for 
"incentive  grants"  if  they  intend  to  enroll  a  child  in  a 
public  school  or  collaborative  program  in  the  next  school 
year,  with  the  parents  consent.   As  long  as  the  child 
remains  in  a  public  school,  agreements  will  be  re-negotiated 
annually  until  the  child  no  longer  requires  special 
education  services,  obtains  a  high  school  diploma  or  turns 
twenty-two  (22)  years  of  age.   However,  the  grant  can  never 
excei  d  the  cost  of  the  student/s  private  school  tuition  in 
his  or  her  last  year  of  placement. 

Although  grants  must  be  applied  directly  to  the 
edu;ational  costs  of  the  "750"  child,  school  systems  are 
encouraged  to  consider  the  use  of  these  grants  to  contribute 
to  the  development  of  programs  for  both  local  and  state 
funded  children  with  similar  special  needs.  In  most 
instances,  this  resource  provides  100%  of  the  costs  for 
educating  these  children. 

FY'87  resulted  in  this  finding  being  made  available  to 
(28)  LEAs  for  the  continued  special  education  service 
delivery  to  (41)  students.

IN-SERVICE  TRAINING 


The  Bureau  of  Institutional  Schools  has  developed  an 
In-Service  Training  plan  which  has  been  arranged  to 
facilitate  the  training  and  retraining  of  B.I.S.  teachers  in 
order  to  appropriately  address  the  special  education  needs 
of  Institutionalized  youth.   It  is  the  perception  of  the 
Bureau  that  many  school  systems  and  public  school  teachers 
may  benefit  from  the  Bureau/s  acquired  knowledge/experience 
in  teacher  training  in  particular  areas  of  classroom 
management  for  adolescents  who  exhibit  emotional, 
behavioral,  psychological,  and/or  psychiatric  disorders. 

The  focus  of  this  professional  developmen;  effort  is: 

1.  To  encourage  teachers  to  recognize  aid  develop 
proficient  skills  and  confidence  to  enhc/ice  their  ability  to 
provide  special  education  instruction  and  related  services 
to  the  populations  of  youth  served  by  B.I.S. 

2.  To  develop  conceptually  and  practically  a  psycho- 
educational  teaching  model  through  which  student/teacher 
relationships  are  effectively  maintained  and  whereby 
students  receive  the  benefits  of  Improved  classroom 
instruction  in  special  education. 

Approach  and  Methodol oaiest   Analysis  of  the  FY'87  training 
activities  and  continued  needs  assessments  of  direct  care 
staff  will  be  used  in  order  to  coordinate  FY'88  professional 
development  and  in-service  training  activities.   Statewide 
training  days  will  be  arranged  for  all  Bureau  staff  and 
district  half-day  in-service  training  sessions  will  be 
scheduled  to  address  the  specific  needs  of  staff  assigned 
district  responsibilities.

5.  The  assessment  and  development  of  standards  of 
education  services  to  B.I.S.  populations 
respective  to  facility  placement. 

6.  The  assessment  and  development  of  education  and 
diagnostic  standards  and  procedures  in  order  to 
facilitate  communications  and  relationships  between 
the  Bureau's  diagnosticians,  E.T.L.s,  resource  team 
services,  and  teaching  professionals. 

7.  The  assessment  and  development  of  standards  and 
procedures  related  to  administration,  management, 
and  supervision  of  the  Bureau's  special  education 
programs,  services  and  staff. 

8.  The  assessment  and  development  of  standards  and 
procedures  related  to  the  development  and  delivery 
of  I.E. P.  services.

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BUREAU  OF  INSTITUTIONAL  SCHOOLS  DIAGNOSTIC  COMPONENT 


The  B.I.S.  Diagnostic  Component  provides  educational  testing 
for  the  development  of  instructional  programming  and  the 
Individual  Education  Plan,  (I.E. P.).   The  focus  of  the 
Diagnostic  Component  is  on  achievement  and  aptitude  testing 
as  it  relates  to  educational  programming.   It  is  not 
intended  to  be  a  substitute  for  psychological  evaluations. 
It  may  serve  as  an  initial  part  of  the  total  educational 
evaluation  conducted  by  the  Resource  Team. 


The  B.I.S.  Diagnostic  Component  was  created  to  bridge  the 
gap  between  agencies,  particularly  in  cases  where 
psychological  and  educational  workups  are  done.   The  testing 
serves  to  confirm  teacher  observations  and  classroom 
assessments.   It  provides  standardized  assessment  results 
and  gives  additional  input  in  the  I.E. P.  process. 


The  resource  team  diagnostician  provides  educational 
assessment  of  B.I.S.  students  in  DYS,  CHC,  DMH,  and  DPH 
facilities.   The  interpretation  of  diagnostic  assessment 
assists  the  teacher  with  recommendations  for  remedial 
techniques,  program  modifications  and  appropriate 
curriculumm  materials. 


B.I.S.  Diagnostic  Services  are  provided  within  district 
boundaries  to  students  in  Department  of  Mental  Health  IRTP, 
Acute,  and  State  Hospital  units,  DYS  Secure  Facilities,  as 
well  as  DPH  and  CHC  facilities  with  a  B.I.S.  presence. 


The  resource  team  diagnostician  is  appropriately  certified 
and  has  classroom  and  other  experience  which  includes  test 
administration  and  interpretation,  and  teacher  consultation 
regarding  remediation,  and  curriculum.

Requests  for  Diagnostic  Services  are  made  when  B.I.S. 
teachers  need  specific  information  regarding  students'  level 
of  academic  functioning,  learning  style,  academic  strengths 
and  weaknesses,  or  relative  issues.

COMPUTER  CURRICULUM  GUIDE 
FOR  EMOTIONALLY  DISTURBED  STUDENTS 


The  purpose  of  this  project,  which  began  as  a  federally 
funded  initiative  in  September  1985,  is  to  develop  a 
curriculum  guide  to  be  utilized  by  teachers  in  the  Bureau  of 
Insitutional  School's  programs  for  emotionally  disturbed 
students  and  for  Department  of  Youth  Services  students,  as 
well  as  by  teachers  in  the  public  schools  who  have  classes 
with  students  identified  as  emotionally  disturbed/ 
behavioral ly  disordered.   The  project  has  developed  a 
functional  curriculum  which  will  help  to  support  the 
cognitive,  social  and  academic  needs  of  the  students. 
Issues  of  developing  impulse  control,  cooperative  learning, 
developing  logical  thinking,  and  teaching  functional  skills, 
as  well  as  reinforcing  basic  skill  instruction  are  integral 
compo  ents  of  this  curriculumm.   The  goal  of  this  project  is 
to  assist  teachers  in  integrating  computers  into  the 
classroom  so  that  teachers  can  use  the  computer  to  help 
develop  and  reinforce  these  skills  within  the  daily 
activities/curriculum  of  the  students.   This  curriculum 
guide  and  training  will  be  made  available  to  teachers  within 
the  Bureau's  programs. 

The  draft  form  of  the  guide  is  currently  being  field  tested 
with  teachers  using  several  BIS  sites  statewide.   The 
feedback  will  be  incorporated  into  an  expanded  printed  guide 
to  be  completed  by  January,  1988. 

This  project  is  now  funded  as  part  of  the  Statewide  Services

VOCATIONAL  EDUCATION  AND  TRAINING  PROGRAM 


The  Department  of  Education  in  cooperation  with  the 
Department  of  Youth  Services  (DYS)  recently  released  a 
Request  for  Proposals  (RFP)  to  develop  vocational  education 
and  training  programs  for  youth  who  are  committed  to  the 
care  and  custody  of  DYS. 

During  the  past  two  years,  successful  programs  have  been 
implemented  within  vocational  high  schools,  and  the  goal  of 
this  project  is  to  further  expand  existing  programs  and 
develop  new  programs  for  DYS  youth  participation.   The 
target  date  for  programs  to  begin  operation  is  October, 
1987. 

The  funds  for  this  project  will  be  provided  by  the  Carl 
Perkins  Act,  the  Bureau  of  Institutional  Schools,  and  the 
Department  of  Youth  Services. 

In  addition,  the  Bureau  of  Institutional  Schools  will 
address  the  issue  of  vocational  education  assessment  and 
training  for  the  BIS  student  population  through  the 
f ol 1  owing  steps: 

1.  identify  and  highlight  existing  vocational 
education  assessment  and  training  programs 
throughout  BIS  Districts.

3.  identify  to  what  extent  pre-vocat ional  activities 
are  integrated  into  the  curriculum  for  BIS 
students.

The  school  seeks  to  implement  the 
principle  of  Least  Restrictive 
Environment  by  providing  quality 
educational  and  related  services 
for  students  while  insuring  their 
personal  and  psychological  safety. 
The  program  is  thereby  able  to 
foster  growth  in  academic,  social 
and  emotional  competence  by 
providing  structure,  limits  and 
consistency  for  individual 
students.   Minimum  required 
subjects  for  al 1  students 
depending  upon  grade  level 
include:   English,  Math,  Science, 
Social  Studies  and  Physical 
Education.   Other  subject  areas 
include  vocational  instruction, 
structured  socialization, 
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environmental  studies,  and 
computer  assistance  instruction. 
Classes  are  generally  small  in 
size  with  individual  instruction. 

The  Gaebler  School  maintains  two 
program  sites.   The  main  campus  is 
located  at  the  Gaebler  Childrens 
Center  and  a  satellite  campus  is 
located  at  the  Lawrence  Building 
directly  across  the  street.  A 
student  can  attend  classes  at  the 
Lawrence  Building  when  he/she  is 
able  to  assume  responsibility  for 
self-directed  study,  achievement 
of  indapendence  and  personal  self- 
manage  ment . 

The  basic  instructional  units  at 
the  t jo   program  sites  include: 

Gaebler  Elementary  -  located  at 
the  Gaebler  Campus  and  serving 
15-20  students  at  anytime  who 
demonstrate  a  need  for  greater 
attention  to  limit-setting  issues. 

Gaebler  Jr./Sr.  Hi  ah  -  located 
at  the  Gaebler  campus  and  serving 
30-35  Jr./Sr.  High  level  students 
at  anytime  whose  limit  setting 
ability  constrains  their  ability 
to  use  a  more  open  arrangement. 

Hi-Interest  Class  -  located  at 
the  Gaebler  Campus,  this  is  a 
self-contained  classroom  serving 
10-12  children  at  any  one  time. 
These  children  require  extensive 
academic  attention  and  close 
supervision . 

Lawrence  Extension  Elementary  - 
located  at  the  off  campus 
(satellite)  facility  known  as 
the  Lawrence  School .   15-20 
elementary  students  spend  the 
major  portion  of  the  school  day 
at  this  location  and  may  receive 
support  services  there. 
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Lawrence  Extension  Jr./Sr.  Hiah 
Located  at  the  off  campus  facility 
known  as  the  Lawrence  School . 
20-25  Jr./Sr.  High  level  students 
spend  a  major  portion  of  the 
school  day  at  this  site  with 
selected  support  services  at 
the  main  campus,  individually 
determined  and  scheduled. 

The  Gaebler  School  serves  as  the 
continuous  liaison  with  public 
schools  and  other  public  and 
private  agencies  to  allow  students 
to  return  home  or  to  other  less 
restrictive  settings  as  soon  as 
this  becomes  compatible  with 
the  child's  continued  safe 
rehabilitation,  education  and 
treatment.   In  addition,  the 
school  prepares  external 
environments  (public  and  private 
schools,  families,  and  other 
agencies)  to  receive  students  and 
provide  for  the  continuity  of 
care  and  education. 

The  Gaebler  School  programs 
operate  for  a  180  day  school  year 
and  a  40  day  summer  program,  for 
a  total  of  220  days  per  year .

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GAEBLER  SCHOOL  SPECIAL  PROGRAMS 
HANDYMAN  PROGRAM 


As  part  of  the  vocational  program  at  the  Gaebler  School,  the 
Handyman  Program  serves  as  a  community  service  program. 
This  program,  initiated  by  the  school  in  1983,  has 
identified  discreet  Handyman  skill  areas  to  include  window 
and  sash  cord  repair,  insulation  and  energy  conservation, 
cleaning  and  preserving  exterior  gutters,  furniture  repair, 
minor  plumbing  and  electrical  repair  and  minor  carpentry 
repair  (steps,  porch,  rails,  etc.). 

Higher  functioning  students  trained  to  perform  the 
aforementioned  tasks  are  paired  in  two-student, 
one- instructor  teams.   In  consort  with  the  City  of  Waltham 
Mayor/s  Office,  senior  citizens  and/or  handicapped  adults 
are  identified  within  the  community  who  desire  and  need 
services  that  match  the  skills  of  the  Gaebler  Handyman 
students.   The  criteria  used  to  determine  participation 
includes  a  senior  citizen  on  a  fixed  income  or  handicapped 
elderly  person  living  in  their  own  dwelling  (either  their 
own  home  or  rented  apartment).   Appointments  are  scheduled 
in  such  a  way  so  that  work  required  has  the  likelihood  of 
being  completed  within  a  two  hour  duration. 

The  overriding  aim  of  the  occupational/vocational  special 
education  component  is  to  give  first  hand  experience  and 
feedback  to  students  that  reinforces  the  principle  that  the 
more  competent  within  the  world  of  work  that  the  individual 
becomes  the  less  attention  is  given  to  the  handicapping 
conditions.   Furthermore,  the  program  offers  the  adult  the 
opportunity  to  experience  the  good  work  performed  by 
individuals  in  this  special  program.
